Coated Mansard. 


FIGHTING DEATH IN MIDAIR 


Perilous Plight of Two Worker*, and 
an Exhibition of Coolness, Presence 
of Mind and Heroic Patience—How 
th© Difficult Rescue Was Effected. 


D uring th e fall an d w in te r of 1870 
A. T. S tew art, w ho had bought tho 
G rand U nion hotel a t S aratoga, largely 
rebuilt 
th a t g reat hostelry of 2,000 
room s. 
T he building bas a m an sard 
roof, and a t th e |>eak it is ninety-eight 
feet from (he sidew alk. 
O ne cold w in ter m orning, w hen the 
w ork 
w as

U ntil S ecretary o f th e N avy D an­ 
iels decides on a nam e th e b attlesh ip 
will be know n by num ber.

Only 
New M exico an d A rizona now h av e no 
b attlesh ip s nam ed fo r them . 
A sister 
ship o f th e 39, th e P en n sy lv an ia, is 
being b u ilt by th e N ew port N ew s com ­ 
pany. 
“39” Will Bs Heaviest Armed. 
T ho new ship w ill be m ore heavily 
arm ed th a n any U nited S tates or E u­ 
ropean battleship. 
W ere it not fo r tho 
lim itations o f the P an am a canal locks 
tim new ship w ould h av e a g rea te r 
beam . 
It is expected th a t th e ship will 
m ake m ore th an one k not over the 
tw en ty -o n e k n o ts th e N ew York is to 
m ake. 
T hey have b u ilt big ships before a t 
th e B rooklyn navy yard, although none 
so form idable as th e New York, but 
th e significance in th e com pletion of 
th e N ew York, says th e New York Sun.

000.000.000 kilom eters

This time 
they were passed, and I was sent on 
to the next department, where I had 
to purchase and fill up another docu­ 
ment.

more returned to me. The official said 
he could not take it in that condition- - 
it was insecurely made up.

be all right, that it was perfectly safe 
and that there was nothing In it which 
was breakable.
